conomic development in eastern 
South Dakota can be explained 
in a word: udders. 

The initiative to lure dairy 
companies via cheap government loans 
started with former Gov. Mike Rounds, 
enticing them to relocate along the 1-29 
corridor with subsidies and hands-off 
regulations. 

Numbers prove the strategy is working. 
South Dakota farmers sell almost $400 
million worth of milk per year. But the 
stats also show it’s largely factory dair¬ 
ies heeding the call. In 2005, the state’s 
average dairy farm had 250 cows. Today, 
it’s closer to 1,500 head. 

In 2014, residents living near Lake Hen¬ 
dricks heard rumors that a huge dairy was 
being planned. It was said the operation 
would be built on a hilltop about four miles 
west of the lake in Brookings County, South 
Dakota. Minnesota and South Dakota share 
the five-mile-long lake. 


The rumors traveled over the border to the 
town of Hendricks, Minnesota (pop. 780). 

Michael Crinion proposed building a 
4,000-head dairy. The Environmental 
Protection Agency says that many cows 
pump out as much excrement as 500,000 
people per year. The project would include 
three giant manure pits. But since they 
wouldn’t be able to handle all the waste, 
Crinion said the dairy would ink agree¬ 
ments with farmers to the west, where 
manure would be pumped on fields as 
fertilizer. (Crinion could not be reached 
for comment.) 

From the high ground where the dairy 
would be, the terrain bends and slopes 
downward. The land’s final descent occurs 
at Oak Lake, a sparsely populated body 
inside South Dakota. 

People knew Oak Lake’s tributaries fed 
Lake Hendricks. That meant any breach 
of the manure pits would eventually end 
up in the lake. 

Jonathan Lengkeek, owner of a restau¬ 
rant and a bakery in downtown Hendricks, 
says the lake’s import cannot be overstated. 
He points to the boaters, swimmers, and 
fishermen largely responsible for making 
a vital downtown. 


“All our storefronts are full,” he says. 
“Most little towns wouldn’t be able to sup¬ 
port so many healthy businesses.” 

Lengkeek is worried the dairy could 
wreak havoc on the lake’s water quality. 
But he’s more fearful of the stink carried 
by a steady breeze. 

About 100 citizens formed the Lake 
Hendricks Improvement Association to 
fight the project. The group has already 
spent about $100,000 in legal fees. Its lat¬ 
est challenge might very well be the battle 
that decides the winner. 

Association President Brenda Boeve 
believes the laws of nature say a factory 
farm doesn’t belong atop a hill where spill¬ 
age could turn what’s below into a death 
zone. In January, a South Dakota judge 
will hear the case. 

The association contends the county’s 
approval of a conditional use permit that 
halved the dairy’s setback from a drinking 
water well was illegal. Moreover, the coun- 
t 5 ^s aquifer protection regulations prohibit 
the dairy being built on the proposed site. 

‘We must fight,” says Boeve. “We have 
this beautiful lake, a great community with 
people who care. This is about doing what’s 
right.” -CORY ZUROWSKI

Don’t give a damn about chef shuffles 
and menu changes? Even you likely fol¬ 
lowed these developing stories, which 
transcended the dining scene to become 
some of the biggest news in the Twin Cit¬ 
ies this year. 

1. Sunday Liquor Sales Arrive 

For evidence of our country’s Puritan 
background, look no further than blue 
laws, those regulations that restrict what 
folks can and can’t do on Sundays. Blue 
laws persist in several states—mostly in 
the form of banning liquor store opera¬ 
tions—and Minnesota’s was on the books 
for 159 years, ever since the formalization 
of statehood. Blessedly, we can say “was,” 
as the state Legislature voted in March to 
axe the law and give liquor store owners 
the option to sell booze from 11 a.m. to 6 
p.m. on Sundays. 

Welcome to the 21st century. 

The passage of this law is the result 
of years of campaigning—and assuaging 
the concerns of independent liquor store 
owners, some of whom worried that stay¬ 
ing open seven days a week would drive 
up operating costs and make them less 
competitive with big-box stores. Given that 
Sunday sales have only been in effect since 
July 2, whether or not those cost-driven 
concerns will be confirmed remains to 
be seen. In the meantime, they’re a boon 
to anyone who can’t plan ahead when it 
comes to buying booze. 

Surdyk’s Liquor & Cheese did get a little 
ahead of themselves, opening on Sunday, 
March 12, before the new law went into 
effect. For jumping the gin—sorry, gun— 
Surdyk’s paid out $50,000 in fines and had 
to remain closed for three Sundays after 
the new law went into effect. (The penal¬ 
ties don’t appear to have put any cramp 
in the store’s style.) Elsewhere, the folks 
at Haskell’s outlined what Sunday sales 
would mean on their blog: “You can be 
spontaneous! Brunch Mimosas just got 
easier. Sunday beers with brats just got 
faster. And while that Wisconsin beer run 
has been fun (we love you Wisconsin, but 
it’s our turn), your thirst can be quenched 
faster, quicker, and easier, seven days a 
week! No more stocking up on Saturday 
or running dry on Sunday.” 

As the Puritans would’ve said: “Amen.” 

2. Minneapolis Adopts $15 
Minimum Wage Ordinance 

In late June, the Minneapolis City Council 
was almost unanimous in its decision to 
raise the city’s minimum wage to $15 an 
hour. This across-the-board increase will 
be phased in over the next five to seven 
years; businesses employing more than 
100 people must hit the target in five, 
while smaller businesses have seven. The

increase is meant to keep pace with the 
rising cost of living and, ideally, improve 
quality of life for hourly workers. 

Skeptics of the ordinance wonder if 
upping the minimum wage will lead to 
the closure of small businesses. Raising 
prices on drinks and food may not be 
enough to offset the increased costs of 
labor and may alienate customers, they 
worry. Council member Blong Yang was 
also concerned that the higher wage would 
prove a barrier to folks who want to start 
their own businesses, particularly people 
of color. 

Ask proponents, and they’ll tell you the 
increase is a huge accomplishment—a 
step toward leveling the playing field and 
recognizing the importance of formerly 
lower-wage positions. It also acknowl¬ 
edges the reality that pay hasn’t kept pace 
with inflation (check out the Economic 
Policy Institute’s nominal wage tracker 
if you feel like being sad) and seeks to 
redress that, at least in a small way. And 
as Minneapolis goes, so goes St. Paul, 
whose city council is now considering 
a similar ordinance. 

However, in early November, the Min¬ 
nesota Chamber of Commerce filed a 
lawsuit against the city of Minneapo¬ 
lis, saying the ruling conflicts with the 
state law that sets the minimum wage. 
The Chamber lodged a similar lawsuit 
regarding the city’s Earned Sick and Safe 
Time Ordinance, a suit they lost. We’ll 
see about this one. 

3. Owners of Club Jager and Loring 
Pasta Bar learn that yes, there are 
consequences for your actions 

We don’t know, maybe donating $500 
to ex-KKK leader David Duke’s Sen¬ 
ate campaign wasn’t such a great idea. 
But former Club J’^ger owner Julius De 
Roma did exactly that. In August, the bar’s 
entire staff quit when they discovered De 
Roma’s donation, and scheduled perform¬ 


ers pulled out of their gigs. Managers 
eventually shut down the whole joint, 
leaving De Roma high and dry. He said 
his donation constitutes free speech. 

De Roma wasn’t the only bar guy in 
town who got taken down in 2017 (a 
year which, despite general, all-around 
terrible-ness, will perhaps be remembered 
as the one when men learned what con¬ 
sequences are). Former owner of Loring 
Pasta Bar Jason McLean has been ordered 
to pay $2.5 million to one of five women 
suing him for sexual abuse perpetrated 
during his time as a teacher with the 
Children’s Theatre Company. (That fig¬ 
ure, conveniently for McLean, is almost 
identical to the $2 million for which he 
sold the Varsity Theater back in June.) 
Loring Pasta Bar closed but reopened 
in August, and is now owned by three 
former Pasta Bar managers and minted 
with a new name: Loring & Pharmacy 
Bar (or LRx).

The room comes alive with a killer vinyl 
soundtrack, while the fixed-price chef’s- 
choice menu lets you sit back, relax, and 
accept the bounty of flavor, plate by plate.

The earth shivered under our feet when 
news of Lucia’s closing broke in October. 
Gone was Minneapolis’ original farm-to- 
table restaurant, a place that figured so 
prominently on the culinary scene that 
we couldn’t imagine life without its little 
sidewalk tables and bright blue napkins. 
Local-foods pioneer Lucia Watson founded 
Lucia’s in 1985 as a shrine to regional, sea¬ 
sonal cooking. In 1993, she opened the city’s 
first wine bar in an adjacent storefront, and 
followed it with a popular to-go bakery 
and cafe in 2006. But once Lucia retired 
in 2014 and the little restaurant trio lost its 
coveted Uptown parking lot in 2016, the 
dining institution’s days were numbered. 
Lucia’s served its last meal on October 14. 

Haute Dish

The wild and talented chef Landon 
Schoenefeld departed the Twin Cities in 
late 2016, citing the need to take care of 
his mental health. His restaurants. Haute 
Dish in the North Loop and Nighthawks 
and Birdie in south Minneapolis, were 
left to carry on without their captain. 
Birdie shuttered, Nighthawks has since 
been commandeered by restaurateur Kim 
Bartmann, and Haute Dish bit the dust in 
August. Farewell to a killer brunch, one 
of our favorite happy-hour burgers, and 
a host of playful takes on Midwestern 
classics. 

Victory 44/Upton 43 

44 

Erick Harcey’s sleek north Minneapolis 
bistro. Victory 44, was a boon for the 
Victory neighborhood and a magnet for 
brunch-lovers and ‘‘Perfect Burger”-lovers 
alike. So it was a loss when, after nearly 
10 years at 44th and Penn Avenue North, 
the restaurant and coffee shop quietly 
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shuttered in July. Perhaps even more 
surprising was Harcey’s decision to close 
Upton 43, the much ballyhooed Scandi¬ 
navian kitchen in Linden Hills, and its 
little sidecar takeout kitchen, the Dirty 
Bird. Harcey simultaneously announced 
his plans to reopen the restaurant in the 
North Loop neighborhood, but no space 
has been procured as of yet. Meanwhile, 
Martina opened in its former Linden 
Hills home. 

Dulono’s original location 

4 

Sure, Dulono’s has since opened a new 
spot in downtown Minneapolis with the 
same regular karaoke nights and square- 
cut pies we know and love, but by god if 
we don’t miss the fire-engine-red brick 
of its original south Minneapolis location. 
That venue shuttered abruptly in August 
because of irreconcilable issues with the 
landlord, taking with it 60 years of pizza, 
beer, and live bluegrass music in the Lyn- 
Lake neighborhood. 

Surly Brewer’s Table 

44 

With the culinary chops of Jorge Guzman, 
Surly Brewing attempted a new kind of 
taproom kitchen, not one of burgers and 
pretzels (though those could be found 
on the bar menu downstairs), but one of 
sophistication and ambition. The result, 
the Brewer’s Table, was a triumph, cul¬ 
minating in Guzman’s nomination for a 
James Beard Award this year. And then, 
just like that, the brewery announced it 
would be closing the concept and moving 
in a new direction. In August, Guzman 
left Surly, and we were left wondering 
if high-concept food and high-quality 
beer might ever again be paired in such 
an inspired way. 

Triple Rock Social Club 

4 

Arguably more rock venue than restaurant, 
the Triple Rock is nonetheless a loss for 
vegans in need of a greasy breakfast to sop 
up the previous night’s sins. Where else 
could you get a plate called ‘‘Beth’s Big-Ass 
Breakfast Burrito” or the “Mother Biker” 
with home fries, vegan nacho “cheese,” 
veggies, tofu scramble, and toast? They 
even had meat-free pigs in a blanket. If 
you can’t appreciate the magic of vegan 
weenies wrapped in vegan batter, just know 
there were a lot of meat-eschewing folks 
who did. 


Piccolo 

44 

Before gastronomy and adventurous 
plating reached parody levels on the 
national food scene, Doug Flicker’s 
Piccolo was a bright spot of creativity 
in a league of its own. After opening in 
2010, the south Minneapolis fine-dining 
nook stole critics’ hearts and instantly 


upped Minneapolis’ culinary cred. But 
after seven years of kitchen tinkering. 
Flicker decided to call it quits while the 
gettin’ was still good. Which is to say, he 
didn’t shut his doors because he couldn’t 
fill the seats in this very intimate dining 
room; he shut them because he felt he 
could make a respectable exit, moving 
on to new projects and preserving fond 
memories of his time at Piccolo. 

Strip Club Meat & Fish 

444 

A beloved St. Paul restaurant run by 
two of the most charismatic guys on the 
scene—Tim Niver and JD Fratzke—Strip 
Club Meat and Fish was a tough loss for 
many a Twin Cities diner. They did great 
steaks, killer craft cocktails, and even bet¬ 
ter hospitality, courtesy of Niver. If you 
ever had the pleasure of stuffing yourself 
silly in the cozy confines of this East Side 
Victorian corner store, you’ll understand 
why the place was so treasured by its loyal 
customers—and why Niver and Fratzke 
announced its closing months in advance, 
so folks would have plenty of time to say 
their goodbyes.

In the Books

There’s no such thing as a “secret recipe” 
in Minnesota. Local chefs and home cooks 
are more than happy to share the methods 
behind their scrumptiousness with fel¬ 
low foodies, and thanks to publishers like 
the Minnesota Historical Society Press 
and the University of Minnesota Press, 
every year brings a bountiful collection 
of culinary wisdom to the masses. Here 
are three worth checking out from 2017. 

The Great Minnesota Hot Dish by 
Theresa Millang and Karen Corbett 

There’s nothing more Minnesotan than 
hot dish. Simply speaking, it involves some 
kind of protein, vegetables, and sauce, along 
with noodles, grains, or rice, layered in a 
casserole dish and finished with shred¬ 
ded cheese, crunchy toppings like potato 
chips, or tater tots. The beauty of this meal 
is in its simplicity: The amount of dirty 
dishes is minimal, and if you use kitchen 
staples like canned soup and frozen veg¬ 
etables, no one will know the difference. 
In this updated and revised edition of their 


cookbook, Millang and Corbett offer up 
200-plus hot dish recipes, which you can 
find sorted by occasion (i.e. potluck, baby 
shower, sick neighbor). All your church- 
basement favorites are contained herein, 
from Scalloped Potatoes and Ham to Wild 
Rice with Pine Nuts to Rice-Broccoli Hot 
Dish and Gingered Rhubarb Crisp. Gather 
’round and dig in. 

The Copper Hen Cookbook 
by Robert Lillegard 

Chris and Danielle Bjorling never meant 
to open a restaurant. The young married 
couple wanted to open a bakery that served 
wine and beer, but Minneapolis liquor 
laws don’t work that way. The Bjorlings 
had to either add food or eliminate the 
alcohol. As we know from the Copper 
Hen’s eternally packed 
space on Eat Street, they 
went all in. Now the 
venue’s new cookbook 
takes foodies through 
every meal (and drink) 
of the day. Drool-worthy 
color photos are motiva¬ 
tion enough to fire up the 
oven (or stovetop) and try 
your hand at items like 
Bacon Blueberry Break¬ 
fast Cupcakes, Gobbler Burgers, Chicken 
Coop Pizza, and Almond Cherry Boozy 
Cakes. Interspersed with the eats are sto¬ 
ries from turning points of the restaurant: 
how the couple raised more than $11,000 
on Kickstarter, the time Chelsea Clinton 
descended with her entourage and praised 
the cast iron skillet cookie, landing an 
appearance on CNBC’s Restaurant Startup. 
You can’t help but root for these crazy 
kids—or resist their delicious concoctions. 

The Lincoin Dei Cookbook by Wendi 
Zelkin Rosenstein and Kit Naylor 

The Lincoln Del was one of the most adored 
Jewish delicatessens in the Twin Cities. 
Founded in 1933 by Romanian immigrant 
Frank Berenberg (who brought his sour 
starter to Minnesota all the way from his 
homeland), the restaurant was named 
after Abraham Lincoln and eventually 
expanded to three locations. Before 
it closed in 2000, the Lincoln Del was 
notorious for its carb selection, includ¬ 
ing caraway rye bread and bagels, savory 
comfort foods like corned beef and cab¬ 
bage borscht soup, and sweet treats like 
strawberry shortcake. About five years 
ago, Berenberg’s great-granddaughter, 
Wendi Zelkin Rosenstein, began recreating 
the recipes from old bakers’ cards. The 
result is a cookbook as rich with food as 
it is with family memories and local his¬ 
tory. Whether you’re craving Chocolate 
Chip Peanut Butter Bars (the Berenbergs’ 
favorite recipe) or Chocolate Pie (ago-to 
of faithful Lincoln Del diners), there’s 
something nostalgic for you to nosh on 
among this book’s 70 recipes.

Pixar’s latest is fun, vibrant, and full of dead people

P ixar does not shy away from death. 
Any moviegoer who’s been reduced 
to a puddle on the theater floor by 
one of its stories can tell you that. 
But in Coco, the famed animation studio 
makes death a focal point. Tackling murder 
and the afterlife in this much detail would 
be a gutsy move for anybody else making a 
“kids’ movie.” For Pixar, it’s another notch 
in the win column. 

The story follows Miguel Rivera (Anthony 
Gonzalez), a 12-year-old Mexican boy who 
has to hide his love of the guitar from his 
music-hating family. Miguel practices in 
secret, learning licks from the movies of 
Mexico’s greatest musician, hometown 
hero Ernesto de la Cruz (Benjamin Bratt). 

On the Day of the Dead, Miguel decides to 
enter the annual talent show; however, his 
grandmother sees his guitar and destroys it. 
Miguel runs away to the cemetery to take 
the legendary guitar of de la Cruz, which 
hangs above the deceased musician’s tomb. 
But when Miguel grabs the instrument, he 
finds himself crossingbetween the worlds 
of the living and the dead. 


Coco is a success on a few different 
fronts. What’s most apparent is Pixar’s 
sensitivity toward Mexican heritage. It’s 
great to see the studio branching out to 
tell more culturally diverse stories; what’s 
better is a treatment that’s regarded as an 
authentic representation and not some 
two-dimensional pastiche. Pixar did its 
due diligence, which allows for a movie 
that’s fresh both visually and in its story¬ 
telling. Dia de los Muertos in real life is an 
impressive spectacle, and Pixar’s fleshing 
out of its more mystical elements provides 
some of their finest eye candy yet. 

As Miguel crosses the bridge into the 
spirit world, we see the vibrant urban 
landscape that is the land of the dead, and 
as the frame fills with lights and festivities 
we’re comforted by an afterlife that’s less 
scary and more celebratory than we may 
have imagined. Pixar has always been on 
the animation forefront, yet with scenes 
like this, each new movie still finds a way 
to dazzle. 

Miguel’s odyssey masterfully inter¬ 
weaves some of the cooler and lesser 
known aspects of Mexican culture (the 
alebrije Pepita, am 5 Thical animal statue.

being the coolest) with explorations of fam¬ 
ily, death, and music’s effects on memory 
and dementia. Though that last part will 
go over the heads of the movie’s younger 
viewers, its execution is masterful. The 
plot is telegraphed a bit, but that may only 
be because we’ve come to expect Pixar to 
do the unexpected. And the rest of Coco 
more than makes up for it. 

There was one major downside to seeing 
Coco, though it had nothing to do with 
the movie itself. It was the excruciating 
21-minute “short” that preceded it: “Olaf’s 
Frozen Adventure.” Pixar’s pre-movie 
stories are often as enjoyable as their fea¬ 
tures, so it’s a shame moviegoers have 
been subjected to this meritless short, 
which focuses on the most annoying 
animated character in recent memory: 
Olaf the snowman from Frozen. 

The short will no longer run before 
the film as of December 7, sparing you 
the agony and allowing you to jump right 
into the treat that is Coco. 03

JOY TO THE WORLD 

Sha Cage energizes audiences with holiday spirit

I f you’re tired of predictable family fare, 
you’ll welcome Sha Cage’s Khephra. 
As the youngtitle character emigrates 
from Africa to Minnesota, you won’t 
be able to predict what turns her adven¬ 
tures will take. 

The new “hip hop holiday story,” now 
onstage at Open Eye Figure Theatre under 
the direction of E.G. Bailey, was written 
by Cage, who also stars as Khephra. The 
episodic play has the feeling of a work in 
progress, with some head-spinning shifts 
in tone. However, Khephra encompasses 
so much accomplished art and celebrates 
such genuine joy that it’s impossible not to 
feel warmed and inspired. 

The show, which runs about an hour 
once it gets going, follows Khephra from 
her childhood in West Africa through her 
adolescence in Minnesota. At first, she’s 
often represented by a small figure Cage 
holds; later. Cage plays the role at full scale 
and the doll occasionally reappears as a 
reminder of Khephra’s past. 

The first section is built on stor 3 d;elling 
and puppetry. With the aid of exuberant 
castmates Destiny Anderson and Alissa 
Paris, Cage tells two tales: one about a lazy 
bug and the other about a can-do critter. 
The stories are entertaining, and suggest 
morals from which Khephra might be able 
to take inspiration as she travels to America. 

The journey comes after a sudden sad¬ 
ness, and Khephra arrives in Minnesota to 
discover that it’s Christmastime. The house 
lights come up, and vocalist Jamela Pet- 
tiford jumps onstage to lead the audience

in not one, not two, but three celebratory 
singalongs. 

In the play’s final section, Khephra sets 
out to prove herself as a worthy peer of 
her new neighborhood’s B-girls, while her 
mother (Pettiford) worries about whether 
the teen’s African identity is slipping away. 
By show’s end, everyone’s singing and clap¬ 
ping to a hip-hop “Silent Night.” 

The show’s varied structure puts many of 
Cage’s gifts to work: She’s a writer, she’s an 
actor, she’s astor34;eIler. She’s also a convener, 
and there’s an incredible amount of talent 
involved with this production. 

Rico Mendez offers a soundscape and 
beats, while William “Truthmaze” Harris 
handles drum duties and beat-boxing. Ta- 
coumba Aiken contributes painted back¬ 
drops that lend a sense of depth to Open 
Eye’s cozy stage; the script incorporates 
poetry and l 5 n:*ics by Anderson, Ibe Kaba, 
Desdamona, and See More Perspective. 

There are some bumpy transitions, and 
the extended singalongs could be trimmed 
(perhaps sensing this, on Friday night the 
performers skipped a few verses of an Afri¬ 
canized “Twelve Days of Christmas”). That 
said, this is a generously conceived and 
hugely openhearted show that, in approach- 
ingthe holidays from an African newcomer’s 
perspective, serves as a welcome addition 
to the Euro-centric holiday entertainments 
that fill so many other stages and screens. 03

Beatmaker Big Cats shifts priorities on his new album, Most Days

pencerWirth-Davis 
looks tired. 

Last night the 
producer known 
as Big Cats flew home to 
Minneapolis after jetting 
from New York to Portland 
to Los Angeles to work on 
a new album collaboration 
and to meet with ad agencies 
about musical commissions. 

He wears a gray beanie and 
a violet hoodie with a red 
heart on the left side of his 
chest. His face is friendly, his 
features exaggerated; black 
eyebrows stretch straight 
over brown eyes and stubble 
surrounds his plump lips. 

Wirth-Davis is here in 
a busy south Minneapolis 
coffeeshop to talk about 
his third album, Most Days, 
which drops on Friday, followed by a release 
show at Icehouse on Saturday. The album’s 
title refers to the idea that you are what you 
do with your time. ‘That’s the best, the most 
honest way of evaluatingyourself,” he says. 
‘T can think that I’m all these things and I 
want people to think of me a certain way, 
but at the end of the day, what do I actually 
do with my time?” 

Until June, what Wirth-Davis did with 
his time was teach small classes of high- 
schoolers at Hennepin County Home 
School, a correctional facility in Minnetonka 
where his students were serving six- to 
nine-month sentences. Half the curriculum 
was fun music-making; half was music 
theory and education. He also answered 
students’ music biz questions: “How do I 
book shows?” “How do I get on iTunes?” 
“What are some red flags to look for when 
working with a promoter?” “Where’s the 
best place to get posters made?” “Is it worth 
it anymore to do CDs?” 

“It was amazing working with that 
group of kids, especially because it was 
their only creative outlet, probably, in their 
whole day,” he says. But it was 50 hours 
per week, so for the two years he taught 
there, Wirth-Davis didn’t make music of 


his own. “I was learning a lot and growing 
a lot on the teaching side, but I was going 
backwards on the music side.” 

This summer, he dedicated himself full¬ 
time to music and started working on Most 
Days with no expectations, deadlines, or obli¬ 
gations. He sent demos to Nelson Devereaux 
(saxophone, flute), Eric Mayson (vocals, 
piano), Miguel Hurtado (drums), and Lydia 
Liza (vocals, guitar) before they met up to 
experiment and record. Wirth-Davis then 
reassembled the best parts of the recordings 
for the new five-track instrumental album. 
Most Days is a sonic collage: melancholic, 
pensive, and oceanic. 

Born in St. Paul, the 31-year-old was 
involved in orchestra in high school, and 
he played in jazz and rock bands too. But 
he also DJed and made beats, and that’s 
what he decided to focus on around the 
time he entered the University of Min¬ 
nesota to study painting and photography. 
His older brother, also a musician, dubbed 
him Big Cats. 

In2006, while still in college, Wirth-Davis 
began collaborating with local rapper and 
spoken word artist Guante; they released 
Start a Fire in 2009 and would make two 
more albums together.

“His work is just consistently gorgeous, 
whether on a pop ‘this is catchy’ level, a 
hip-hop ‘this bangs’ level, or a deeper ‘I 
resonate with this’ level,” says Guante. 
“I hear humility in Spencer’s music; it 
situates itself as part of a larger tradition, 
it doesn’t neglect the listener, it pushes 
forward without disdain for its roots, it’s 
collaborative. And the end result is some¬ 
thing more timeless and deeply rooted than 
a lot of similar music.” 

Through the Guante collaboration, Wirth- 
Davis befriended other local artists like 
Alexei Caselle, Chastity Brown, Haley, and 
Brandon Allday and Medium Zach of Big 
Quarters. Wirth-Davis has partnered cre¬ 
atively with more than 100 rappers since, 
including Lizzo, P.O.S, and Toki Wright. 

“Big Cats has an ear for detail and 
understands texture. He’s someone that 
is constantly seeking new ways to bend 
sounds,” says Wright. “Every time we col¬ 
laborate he’s expanded into another realm 
and pushes me to continue stepping outside 
of my comfort zone.”

“As a producer, my role is to get the artist 
to a point that they haven’t been before or to 
pull that best material out of them,” Wirth- 
Davis says. That might mean convincing 
someone to try an ambient soundscape, 
adding drums when they usually wouldn’t, 
or using live instrumentation. It isn’t always 
easy. “A lot of times, artists are not going to 
veer that far off of what has already worked 
for them. It’s a big risk to take. At the end 
of the day, that’s your living, making music 
that people relate to.” 

The one thing he doesn’t do? Write 
lyrics. “Even when I listen to music, Tm 
barely paying attention to what’s going on 
with the l 3 n:*ics,” he says. “That’s why I’ve 
always been more attracted to working 
with rappers like Toki or Guante or Stef 
[P.O.S], who are incredibly skilled lyrically, 
but are responsible people. I can trust that 
they’re not going to say some wild shit.” 

Demanding his fair share of the credit 
helped him build abrand and agood reputa¬ 
tion. Wirth-Davis believes producers should 
be named on records, be included in live 
shows, and be paid fairly for their contribu¬ 
tions. “That was something that I, early in 
my career, very consciously tried to address. 
If I’m producing a record for Guante, it’s 
not a Guante record, it’s a Guante/Big Cats 
record. If I’m doing a record with you, we’re 
splitting it 50-50. It’s as much mine as it is 
yours and vice-versa.” 

Wirth-Davis has considered moving to 
L.A. or New York, but ultimately the low 
cost of living and the “low-key” music 
scene keep him tethered to Minnesota. 
He works from RiverRock Studios in Min¬ 
neapolis as well as his home studio in the 
Longfellow neighborhood. “I kind of love 
having winter from a musical perspec¬ 
tive because there’s nothing better to do 
than stay inside and make a record every 
winter,” he says. 

And while he’d like to get back into teach¬ 
ing, Wirth-Davis hasn’t found an avenue 
that would allow a good work-life balance 
yet. Still, he knows how important it is to 
share music with young people. “If you’re 
not connecting generationally a lot of the 
culture gets lost and a lot of groundwork 
infrastructure gets lost.” 

For now, Wirth-Davis stays busy pro¬ 
ducing, working on his paranormal pod¬ 
cast What If?, and “musical odd jobs” like 
composing for companies like Nike, CNN, 
and PBS. And he’s constantly evaluating 
whether his time is well-spent. 

“There’s a very toxic practice of doing 
things so you can show other people that 
you’re doing them. You go to a show now 
and everybody’s on their phones,” he 
says. ‘What are you doing with your time 
and your energy? Is it anything good at 
the end of the day? No one gives a shit 
about your Instagram account. It does 
not matter at all.” 03
